Again we could 
get no help, so after hopelessly stand- 
ing around like . drunken men started 
to walk down the road to somewhere, 
we knew not how or why. We came 
to an abri with the top Itorn off and 
down there in the hole were_^about 
twenty artillery men lying flat on Jheir 
faces with their heads together and 
with their faces in the diiit as far as 
possible. They were all alive but BO 
gassed that they were beyond recov- 
ery. » By this time the batteries were 
growing more and more quiet and it 
was getting light. We again changed 
masks and sat down under a mask to 
rest. 
"Ijater on we went back to the car 


on the crossroad and- the sight that we 
saw was impossible to describe. Down 
in the hollow She gas hung like a thin 
greenish mist and the wreckage piled 
up there in the road was not a sight 
for living things to look at; 
Horses,

wood and iron^were jumbled to- 
gether as If they had been through a 
hu«e mill together. The legs of horses 
and arms of men were often seen side 
bv side or crossed, and shell wrecked 
camions told the story of the awful 
destruction.
